SUMMARY: REVISED ARRANGEMENTS FOR MEETING WITH GO 
OFFICIALS SET FORTH BELOW. WE THINK IT MOST LIKELY 
TALKS AND LUNCH WILL BE AT PRESIDENTIAL PALACE, 

BAABDA (JUST OUTSIDE BEIRUT). END SUMMARY. 

1. GIVEN UNFAVORABLE WEATHER CONDITIONS, IT IS MOST 
LIKELY THAT SITE OF MEETINGS AND TALKS WILL BE 
PRESIDENTIAL PALACE AT BAABDA RATHER THAN BEITEDDINE, 

AND THAT TRANSPORTATION OF OFFICIAL PARTY WILL BE BY 
ROAD RATHER THAN HELICOPTER. UNTIL WE HAVE MORE 
DEFINITE FIX ON WEATHER AND SECURITY CONDITIONS: AND HAVE 
REACHED AGREEMNT WITH GOL, WE WILL NOT BE ABLE COMMUNICATE 
FINAL DECISION. SHOULD MEETING AND LUNCH BE AT 
RAYAK MILITARY AIR BASE (NOW UNLIKELY BECAUSE OF 
WEATHERFORECAST (SCENARIO WOULD BE MODIFIED. THIS 
TREATED SEPTEL. SHOULD MEETING AND LUNCH BE AT 
BEITEDDINE, SCENARIO REMAINS UNCHANGED. TRANSPORTATION 
ARRANGEMENTS SET FORTH BELOW ARE SLIGHTLY REVISED AND 
WILL APPLY TO BAABDA (ROAD OR HELICOPTER) OR BEITEDDINE 
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ARRANGEMENTS. 

2. ASSUMING MEETING AND LUNCH TAKE PLACE AT PRESIDENTIAL 
PALACE BAABDA, DECEMBER 16 SCENARIO FOR OFFICIAL PARTY 
REMAINS AS ORIGINALLY REPORTED (BEIRUT 13844) AND APPROVED 
(STATE 239894).

WILL BE FOREIGN MINISTER FOUAD NAFFA, DIRECTOR GENERAL 
OF PRESIDENCY BOUTROS DIB, SECRETARY GENERAL OFSGOREIGN 
MINISTRY NAJIB SADAQA, SECRETARY-GENERAL-DESIGNATE 
ANTOINE FATTAL, AND DIRECTOR FOR 

POLITICAL AFFAIRS ADEL ISMAIL. ON UNITED STATES SIDE, 

PARTICIPANTS WILL BE OFFICIAL PARTY PLUS INTERPRETER CAMILLE 
NOWFEL. PARTICIPANTS IN PRIVATE MEETING WHICH FOLLOWS
